ching.miſeries ; and rhat the State of this Kingdome is at 

p this preſent reduced to the very brinke of calamity: it will 
not þe impercinent ſeriouſly to conſider by what meanes it 
hath been, brought into them, and by what meanes probably 
it may be emergent and brought out of them.

not-tohave becn diſpoſed of, wit!.ont, or againft His con- 
ſent, no more then the Houſe, Lands, Mony, Plite or Jew- 
e!s of any Subject ought ro, be withour,or againſt his will. ** 
The Parliamenrs Anſiyer, That His Majeftics Towns are 
no more his own, then the Kingdcme ig-his own z and. his 
Kingdome are no more his own, then his People are- his 
owne ; and if rhe King had a propriety inall his Townes, 


what- would become of the. Subjes propriety in their . 
- Houſes therein, and if he had a propriety in his King- * 
dome, what wonld-become of the Subjects propriety in 
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their Lands throughout the Lime, or of their Li- 
ties : if His Majeſty had the ſame right in their per 
ons,-chat every Subject hath in their Ck er Goods, 
and what ſhould become of the Subſects inrereRs in rl;e 
Townes and Fort. of the Kingdome, and 1n the King- 
dome it ſelfe, if His Majeſty myght ſeil, or give them 
away, or diſpoſe of them at his pleaſure, as a pirricular 
Man may do with lis Goods. Thus in e-crv puticul-r 
there is a meere Antipithy and Oppoſition on botir 
ſidos, ſeverall feares and jea!ouſies being r.ouriſhed, be- 
tween both the King and his Parliament ; which if there 
be no endeavours to Allay,mitigate or remove, they will 
day increaſe, grow ſtronger, and ſtronger, and ga- 

ther ſtrength varioufly + Nay, they are already grown to 
that height , and the mutuall- replies t&rhote -diredt 
tearmes of oppoſition in contrary Anſivers, that if rherc 
be no preſent flop madezit is to be feared,it will ſpeedily 
paſſe farther then verbal! conteſtarions. Yorkeſhire is 
1n preparation of Armes to aſhft His Majeſty, and the 
Horlſe-riding of that Country hath been performed ac- 
cording toHis Majeſties command,and if by provocation 
of Words a Civill War ſhould ariſe, it would preſent-
